Corporation to Call 'a 
Conf erence 


PROTE6T against the pro- 

poseqg acquisition of the 

Blackhorse avenue site for 
the new Dublin Cattle Market and 
Abattoir was voiced by Labour 
members of the Dublin Corporation 
at a special meeting yesterday, when 
a resolution was passed requesting 
that the City Manager be requested 
to arrange a conference between the 
City Ccuncil and representatives of 
the Department of Agriculture, the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, and 
all bodies interested in the cattle 
and ancillary trades to discuss the 
location of the proposed new market 
and abattoir. 

The motion—tabled by Mr. James 
“Larkin—urged also that, pending 
the result of the conference, no 
further action be taken to imple- 
ment the Council’s resolution passed 
at the last monthly meeting, in so 
far as it committed the Corporation 
to a decision in favour of the 
acquisition of the Blackhorse avenue 
site. 

Proposing the motion, Mr. Larkin 
described the removal of the abattoir 
and cattle market from the present 
site in the North Circular road as 
‘‘one of the most important and 
grave necessities of Dublin.” The 
Dublin Port and .Docks Board had 
said that the Blackhorse avenue site 
was bad and would not be conducive 
to the best interests of the. cattle 
trade. This view was supported by 
the Cattle Traders’ Association, who 
were in favour of a site at the East 
Wall, and who were against any 
extension and development of the 
North Circular roa site, The 
Labour group and the majority of 
the Council members were in favour 
of the East Wall site, and he had 
been told by a number of town- 
planning experts that they were 
against any extension or acquisition 
of the North Circular road site. 
Accommodation there was poor, and 
it was badly equipped. 


THE CANNING TRADE 


He urged that something should 
be done about the canning trade, 
which, he prophesied, would become 
a permanent feature of their 
economic life. This work had been 
suspended for six months, due to the 
lack of vision of those in charge of 
the agricultural affairs of the 
country. It would re-open in the 
next fortnight, and they hoped to 
slaughter 2,000 animals a week for 
export as well as for the home trade. 
The accommodation at the present 
site was shameful and a disgrace to 
a great Metropolis. 

The sixty acres of land now being 
reclaimed at the East Wall belonged 
to the Dublin Corporation, and the 
Port and Docks Board should have 
no control or ownership of that land. 
The question of ownership of this 
land “might: have- tobe ‘argued in’ 
another place, he warned, adding 
that it would pay the city to go into 
the matter fully. 


BIG PROBLEM 

The motion was seconded by Ald. 
Martin O'Sullivan, who urged that 
those who had purchased houses at 
the East Wall should be consulted 
as well as all the other interests 
mentioned. Advising them that this 
was probaby the greatest problem 
outside housing approached by the 
Corporation for years, he appealed 
to the Council to take no hasty or 
ill-considered decision. 

When the motion had been 
supported by Ald. E. Benson, T.D., 
and Mr. Browne, Dr. 
Hannigan, T.D., said that not least 
among the interests involved was 
the public health of the city. Any- 
thing that would bring about an 
improvement in the position of the 
private slaughterhouses would be 
an advantage. 

Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., while 
agreeing that the market should be 
moved, did not approve of the East 
Wall as the new site. The transfer, 
he claimed, would cost £1,000,000, 
and the noise of the cattle would 
‘*xeep the children in the Corporation 
houses, and the night workers in the 
district, awake. 

Mr. Corma. Breathnach said he was 
in favour of the removal of the 
market to the Blackhorse avenue 


‘matter, particularly the abattoir, 
because it was necessary that both 
market and abattoir ‘should be’ in 
close proximity as they are now. 
A report: which they had received 
from the engineer stated that it 
would take ten years to develop the 
East Wall site accommodation and 
to have proper facilities there. If 
the abattoir and cattle market were 
to continue in close proximity they 
should proceed at ance with the 
Blackhorse avenue site. There was 
also the question of ~ private 
slaughter houses, which should not 
be allowed to exist. 

' Mr. P. Belton, T.D.—There is*not 
a slaughter house in Dublin that is 


not under proper supervision. 

Mr. Breathnach said that if they 
changed the cattle market to the 
East Wall they would have far 


than now, because, in addition to 
cattle for export, they would have 
unsold animals returning from the 
market on. the East Wall, and 
animals bought by Dublin people 
would be brought back from the 
East Wall by road. — 


MEMBER CANVASSED 

Mr. Belton, supporting Mr. 
Larkin’s motion, said that the 
Dublin Abattoir was a very good 
one. He was sure that the cattle 
trade would unanimously endorse 
the motion of Councillor Larkin, He 
would always fight for the rights of 
property second to no one, but let 
them not talk about the loss of 
vested interests before it had been 
established before a competent 
Sa that, there would be such a 
Oss 

Senator D. Healy said that this 
question had been widely discussed. 
He did not oppose the motion, he 
said, and added: ‘‘I have been 
canvassed by certain interests in 
favour of this site, I want to make 
it perfectly clear that I am not one 
of those who is going to be swayed 
one way or the other, but will be 
guided by what I think is right and 
will follow my own judgment.” 

Mr J. Breen said he thought the 
East Wall site would be the proper 
one from the point of view of rail 
facilities, and it was as far as pos- 
sible from the suburbs, 

Mr. M. Staines, supporting the 
motion, said that for nearly forty 
years he had lived in the present 
cattle market area, and during all 
that time he~had never lost a 
night’s sleep by the lowing of 
cattle or bleating of sheep. People 
in the North Circular road 
area might object to the market 
but not to the noise which it caused. 
He was in favour of having all the 
interests concerned brought into con- 
sultation in this matter. 


Mr. Larkin said that 35 years ago 
he raised this question first. 
Councillor,’ continued Mr. Larkin, 
‘‘ said he was approached and can- 
vassed about the Blackhorse avenue 
site.. I want to know who is the 
owner of that site. I have asked the 
question in the Town Planning Com- 
mittee and the General Purposes 
Committee, and now I ask it in the 
Corporation. A Councillor admitted 
that he had been canvassed for that 
site. They had heard about canvas- 
sing at Grangegorman.” 

Senator Healy—I hurl back that 
insinuation with. contempt. 

Mr. Larkin—I make no charges 


J. against you personally, but you said 


that you had been canvassed. 

Senator Healy—I said that the 
canvassing had no effect on me. 
Don’t be trying to browbeat me. 

Alderman E. Benson, T.D., said 
that Councillor Larkin had raised the 
question of the ownership of the site 
at, a Committee meeting, and he was 
told that there was no knowledge as 
to who was the owner of the site.
